I do not recall any source the enormous opposition to this litigation by the gov- 
ernment but it was long-lasting and costly. Until the decision reported in the enclosed 
clipping the Civil Division ^of the Department of Justice hae/ six* lawyers on what was 
openly referred to as "the Get Weisberg Crew*' If you at some point would like a statement 
describing this opposition I suggest you write the friend who handled all the cases for me, 
James H. Lesar, 918 F St., IIW, #509, Washington, D.C. 20004. 

Without question there was a conspiracy to kill JFK. I set out to prove tliis by proving 
with the official evidence only that the crime was beyond the capability of any one man. But 
with regard to "a conspiracy to withhold the truth," a caution. There was, obviously, a de 
facto conspiracy to do this. That does not necessarily mean that it was what the law defines 
as a conspiracy. Nor does it necessarily follow that because there was a de facto conspiracy 
to withhold and an actual conspiracy to assassinate that the conspirators ~Were one and the 
same. There are reasons to suspect that some elements in or connoted with the government may 
have been responsible for the assassination. But I know of no proof of this, and it also does 
not have to mean that the assassins knew they would be protected in any official investi - 
gation. The covering up is, alas, the way governments work.
